<image005.jpg>Boca Raton, Fla...December 11, 2018 - ADL presented the Doris and 
Murray Felton Excellence in Law Enforcement Awards at its Palm Beach Jurisprudence 
Awards Dinner on December 4. The recipient of the Investigative Award was the 
Jacksonville Sheriff's Office Intelligence Unit, and the recipient of the Prosecutorial 
Award was Assistant State Attorney Timothy McCourt, Fifth Judicial Circuit. 

The Felton Awards uniquely recognize leadership in law enforcement in the areas of 
hate crimes, domestic and international terrorism, civil rights, community relations and 
public-private partnerships. Members of the Law Enforcement Selection Committee - a 
group of leaders from across the state representing local and state law enforcement, as 
well as State Attorneys and ADL leaders - assist in securing applications for this award, 
review nominations of those who have gone above and beyond the call of duty, and 
together select the winners of this award. 
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"ADL's long-standing partnership with law enforcement on local, regional, national and 
international levels is unparalleled in any other human or civil rights organization," said 
Sheri Zvi, ADL Florida Regional Director.

<image002.png>INVESTIGATIVE AWARD - Jacksonville Sheriff's Office Intelligence Unit 

In 2017, information was received by Jacksonville Sheriff's Office (JSO) that a person was 
planning to shoot Muslims at a Jacksonville mosque and adjacent school. An initial 
investigation revealed the threat to be credible. JSO's Intelligence Unit detectives 
diligently implemented a strategy to gather more information. After determining that 
the individual possessed firearms and specific plans to engage in a shooting attack at the 
mosque, and obtaining necessary evidence, he was arrested. The efforts and actions of 
these detectives prevented what could have become the largest deadly attack on the 
Muslim community in the history of the United States. 

PROSECUTORIAL AWARD - Assistant State Attorney Timothy McCourt, Fifth Judicial 
Circuit 

In 2015, the F.B.I. began a full-scale investigation into the activities of a young man living 
in Ocala who had converted to Islam and had been radicalized. By 2017, extractions 
from his computer revealed an individual obsessed with ISIS, a fascination for firearms, 
and a deep hatred for Jews and the State of Israel. His internet searches for Jewish day 
schools in Ocala, coupled with photos he took a top of a building next to the Marion 
County Courthouse, raised concerns that his inability to obtain a passport was 
motivating him and his girlfriend to opt for a mass shooting in Ocala. 

The determined efforts of Assistant State Attorney McCourt saw charges brought 
against the suspect, his girlfriend, and her father for various crimes. By September of 
this year, all three pleaded guilty to the and were convicted, with the radicalized man 
receiving 15 years for acts related to a terror threat.
